FOUR SMALL POSTOFFICES 


TO BE MADE SUB-STATIONS 


Exchange of Mail by Post Office is 
Among the Possibilities—Ad- 
ditions Are Result of the 
Untiring Efforts of Post- 
master Blodgett. 


With the coming of November |, im- 
portant steps will be taken for the in- 
atuguration of a suburban delivery system 
of mails that will mark a new era in 
the development of a Greater Atlanta. 

At that time the present postoffices of 
Yule and Faith will be discontinued and 
these offices will be absorbed as sta- 
tions or substations of the Atlanta post- 
office to be known as number stations. 

In addition to these the present post- 
offices of south Atlanta, Fort McPherson, 
Edgewood and Woodward will be ab- 
sorbed by the Atlanta postoffice and will 
be known as letter offices. Of course, 
tlie letter offices or substations are the 


“more important, in that they handle the 


‘ 


mail matter direct and have the same 
faallities for conducting postal business 
that the main office does. 

Postmaster Blodgett has been notified 
by the department that six additional 
carriers with horses and carte have been 
allowed by the department to deliver the 
mail twice daily of the postoffices or sta- 
tions mentioned above, 

Tm the courity of Fulton beyond the ter- 
ritery indicated full county rural ser- 
vice will be established and gix additional 
rural oarriers appointed to start from 
the Atianta office and its stations. This 
will make ten rural carriers who will 
start from the Atlanta office and stu- 
tions. The stations enumerated will do 
the same character of business as is 
done in the main offices. There will also 
bé additional numbered stations at which 
only money orders will be issued, letters 
registered, and postal supplies sold. These 
stations will be established within the 
city limits as near the locations of the 
Faith and Yale offices as possible. 

Hlectric Oar Service Proposed! 

Another important fact is the announce- 
ment that the department has under 
consideration the establishment of an 


electric car service for the exchange of. 
the main office and the |. 


mails between 
lettered stations by which the number 
of exohanges wiil be greatly increased. 
That is, there will be more delivery of 
incoming mails through the adoption of 
the electric car system than at present. 

As the conditions are at present, there 
are many business men living in the 
suburbs that have all of their family 
maij delivered at their office address be- 
cause of the better facilities than now 
exist in the suburban districts. With the 
establishment of a delivery service in 
the sections named, this matter of hav- 
ing mail addressed to the business office 
will be obviated and personal mail will 
be delivered directly to the home at the 
same time which it is now delivered at 
the business office within the territory of 
the main office. 

Not in the history of the city, so far as 
the postoffice department is concerned, 
has there been such an important 
move for the betterment of a Greater 
Atlanta as is this establishment of sub- 
stations. both numbered’ and lettered, 
which are to be taken within the jurisdic- 
tion of the main office. It means that 
the constantly growing number of com- 
muters who have taken to thémselves 
homes in the suburbs of Atlanta will 
practically have the sfaine postal ad- 
vantages enjoyed by those in the heart 
of the city.

One of the most recent, 
uable Inventions in the telegraph world 
is a call bell system for single line 
telegraphy. for Which letters patent. have 
been granted to J. S. Snead and W. O. 
Ballar, of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, of Atlanta, 

The scheme provides a method whereby 
electric belis are placed at stations along 
the line, and instead of the dot-and-dash 
system of calling an office and monop-

The people of Atlanta and Georgia 
who were so prompt to respond to the 
needs of the emergency when Jackson- 
ville was devastated by fire little more 
than three years ago, share the pride 
of the people of Jacksonville and 
Florida in the triumphant restoration 
of that plucky and enterprising city. 

The new Vacksonville stands as a 
magnificent monument to the spirit 
that made it possible. The city is 
larger than ever, more impdasing than 
ever, more prosperous than ever, more 
aggressive and hopeful than ever. The 
fire made a Greater Jacksonville, and, 
architecturally, a veritable “city beau- 
tiful.” The many blocks of new 
buildings that have been erected in 
the burned district are modern in every 
particular, presenting imposing and 
attractive architectural effects, from 
‘the skyscraper to the less lofty busi- 
‘ness structure. The new government 
‘buildings of Jacksonville, federal, 
‘county and municipal, are models of 
beauty and convenience. The _ resi- 
dence portion of the city burned over 
in 1901 has been rebuilt with uniformly 
handsome homes, and the new churches 
and schools, which are numerous, are 
models of up to date construction. On 
the whole, the new Jacksonville is an 
inspiration to the eye and to the spirit 
of material progress and business 
energy. 

The Jacksonville board of trade, 
which occupies one of the handsomest 
of the new bufldings, is doing magnifi- 
cent work for the upbuilding and com- 
mercial expansion of Jacksonville. It 
is officered by the “tall hustlers” of 
the town, strongly supported by an 
aggressive business element. The 
printed report of this energetic or- 
ganization for 1903-4 gives the reader 
a comprehensive idea of the great 
work done by Jacksonville since the 
fire. The city’s population is 43,000, a 
substantial increase within the past 
three years. Some 2,600 houses were 
burned, and today the burned blocks 
are rebuilt with about 4,000 better 
structures, representing $25,000,000 of 
capital. As an index of the rapid 
strides of Jacksonville trade and de- 
velopment, the local clearing house re- 
port for the year 1903 is significant. It 
shows a gain in the twelve months of 
$7,185,212.20, or about 37 per cent—per- 
haps the largest percentage showing 
in fhe same period of any city in the 
world. The port records are equally 
phenomenal, showing the entering and 
clearing of 1,239 vessels during 1908, 
with a total tonnage of 1,479,423, a gain 
in the number of vessels of 197 over 
the previous year, and in tonnage 
510,514, or about 55 per cent. 

This is significant of Jacksonville's 
future importance as a port. The work 
of deepening the short river outlet to 
the open Atlantic goes rapidly on, and 
it will not be long unfil a channel 300 
feet wide and 24 feet in depth at mean 
low water will be an accomplished 
fact. The postoffice receipts of Jack- 
sonville show a gain of more than 
$1,500,000 for the same period, and its 
annual trade now aggregates $100,000,- 
000. Many new business enterprises 
and industries have been recently 
established, and the showing for 1904 
is expected to be remarkable. 

The Constitution heartily congratu- 
lates the people of Jacksonville on the 
splendid achievements of the past three 
years, and especially the live press of 
the city, which has done so much to in- 
spire enthusiasm in the fire-stricken

And 
whatever the issue of the coming fight, 
of one thing IT am sure, that previous hat- 
tles will be cfhild’s play to it, for it will 
be a desperate death or victory combat. 
Admiral Wiren has no ideas of the mid- 
dle course, for he ts the Skobeleff type 
of Russian. All that the great Skobeleff 
was, he !s. 

More I might write, but where a close 
personal friend is the subject one fears 
to give too free a rein to enthusiastic 
appreciation, lest one may seem to col- 
or judgment with affection. ° But if the 
Japanese shall spare him it will not be 
long ere the eyes of the world are focus- 
sed upon ‘‘the little captain,’”” In whose 
hands are the destines of Russia and, in 
a sense, of the whole world.

defending Mr. Roosevelt's southern pol- 
icy with reference to the negro. Your 
paper has had a great deal to say, with- 
in a comparatively recent period, in 
eriticism of Mr. Roosevelt. You have algo 
n expression to many kindly senti- 
ments with reference to the great busi- 
ness and commercial development which 
is going on fn these southern states. I 
could not, if I would, criticise Mr. 
Roosevelt with more vigor—not to cay 
intemperanoce—than your paper has in- 
Bulged in; but if you wil! permit, J 
would like to explain why it is that 
southern people, with practical unanimity, 
whfect to Mr. Roosevelt, and are espe- 
claliy concerned with reference to his 
Policy as regards the race issue. 

The prominent democrat whose Ilet- 
‘er to you quote tn defense of Mr. Roose- 
fweit’s policy, says that he has appointed 
fewer negroes to office than any president 
Bince 1868, This perhaps is true. Mr. 
Mleveland appointed negroes to office, and 
Mr McKinley appointed negroes to of- 
fice, and it gave no offense to the south. 
Whe difference conststs {n this, that with 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. McKinley the 
eppointment of negroes to office and 
places which they were competent to fill, 
end under conditions where the appoint- 
ment was otherwise unobjectionable, was 
a mere incident of administration, but 
With Mr. Roosevelt, the appointment of 
hegroes to office, and his whole policy 
evith reference to the race issue, is made 
m feature of his administration. Com- 
snencing with the Booker Washington 
G@inner incident, he has industriously used 
ail the powers of the executive to ex- 
press his contempt for the most sacred 
feelings of the southern people as to the 
proper relations between the two races 
fin this section. 

The small number of negroes tn your 
gection perhaps makes it difficult to un- 
Gerstand with what apprehension the 
southern man views the handling of this 
question by a man, not only wholly out 
of sympathy with our condition, but 
who seeks to enforce his policy in con- 
temptuous disregard of the interests to 
be imperilled if not destroyed. 

In California, the people were con- 
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fronted with the question of the alarm- 
ing increase in Chinese immigration. In 
dealing with that question, they had the 
sympathy and support of the country. 
Grave situations growing out of labor 
troubles, and accentuated by a large for- 
eign-born element, have confronted the 
people of Pennsylvania, Illinols and other 
northern states, and in dgaling with 
these grave problems they have had the 
sympathy of the country at large. In the 
southern states alone is the right of self- 
government denied, and the southern peo- 
ple are the only people in these United 
States whose views with reference to 
what is best for the peace and happiness 
of their own section are held in contempt 
by that element of the republican party 
of which Mr. Roosevelt is a notable ex- 
emplar. 

We are not unmindfu] of the fact that 
this organized movement against our 
section is hurtful to ft. Its tendency fs 
to undermine the spirit and patriotism 


‘of our people, and to make ug feel as the 


Irish do, that we are a minortty tied on 
to a strong government, dominated and 
controlled by a majority which admin!s- 
ters the government without any refer- 
ence to our needs and conditions.

“The wonder is that the northern states 
have permitted the south to take full 
control of this matter of the place and 
share of negro citizens in their midst in 
the exercise of the right of suffrage 
and the other usual concomitants of eit!i- 
zenship so soon after the period of re- 
contstruction, and to such an extent as 
such control has gone.” 

Now, this is truly Rooseveltian! The 
underlying idea is, that the southern 
states should not be allowed to govern 
themselves except by the grace of the 
northern states, and the wonder express- 
ed by the writer is that the northern 
states have been so indulgent! What 
right, under the constitution, may I ask, 
has @ny northern state to interfere with 
the right of any southern state to pre- 
scribe the terms upon which the privi- 
lege of suffrage shall be exercised? At 
the formation of the federal government, 


Randolph which favored making the 
qualifications of citizenship the same in

The writer you quote, {f he be a prom!- 
nent Alabamian, ought to know, and 
must know, in fact, that the provision of 
the Alabama constitution does not dis- 
criminate against the negro on account 
of his race, color or previous condition 
of servitude, within the inhibition of the 
figteenth amendment. The permanent 
provision now in force is, in fact, not 
different from that of the state of Massa- 
chusetts, in that it prescribes that every 
citizen, whether white or black, who can 


/read or write any clause of the federal 


constitution in the English language, is 
entitled to vote. The wonder expressed 


by the writer is that the northern states. | 


in a burst of generosity, have allowed 
the state of Alabama, as one of the 
southern states, to adopt a constitutional 
provision not matertally different from 
that which has for many years been in 
force in the state of Massachusetts, not 
to speak of other northern states where 
Similar provisions are in force! 

It is unnecessary, In this day of en- 
lightenment to discuss the importance toa 
people of the right to govern themselves. 
Our revolutionary fathers separated fren 
the mother couhtry because of the stamp 
act, and an inconsiderable tax upon tea 
levied by the British government to com- 
pel them fo bear in part the expenses of 
their own government. It was not the 
amount of the tax, but the principle in- 
volved, which led colony after colony to 
resist its payment to the extent first of 
non-commercial intercourse with the 
mother country, and, as a last recourse, 
the adoption of stronger measures. 

Shertly after the war between the states 
Mr. Schurz was sent south to investigate 
and report upon conditions here. In his 
report he was duly shocked to find that 
the southern people, after being defeated 
in their effort to withdraw from the un- 
jon, and after being compelled by force 
of arms to resume their place in the 
union, were exhibiting a disposition to 
resume control of their own affairs! This 
evil result, in the opinion of Mr. Schurz, 
was shown in his report “can be prevent. 


-ed only by continuing the control of the 


national government in the states lately 
in rebellion, until free labor is fully de- 
veloped, and firmly established. This de- 
sirable result may be hastened by a firm 
declaration on the part of the govern- 
ment that national cortrol in the south 
will not cease until such results are se- 
cured.”’ 

Mr. Schurz, as explained by Mr. Biaine,

Meanwhile, there {sg much 
anxiety among speculative interests to 
forecast the future course of the stock 
market. It certainly shows a broadening 
tendency. The public has become used 
to sefing stocks on « materially higher 
level, without much setback. up to date. 

Tt was suggested that there ts a good 
dea! of “brute force” In the supporting 
of prices at the present level; yet {t 
must be remembered that on the whole 
there are no clouds in sight which need 
MUsturb the financia}) situation. There is, 
therefore, considerable’ room for: ex- 
Pansion after a vear and a half of de- 
pression.

IN FRENCH AUTE 


Took Vanderbilt Cup in 300 


Mile Race 


One Killed and Four Injured as Re- 


sult of Contest—Decision of 
Judge Contested by Clem- 
ent—Appeal Given 
Hearing. 


New York. October 8.—Four-wheeled 
vehicles of all] sorts of incongruous 
shapes, rushing along the road at a 
epeed of from 60 to 90 miles an hour, 
the air resounding with the “honk, 
honk’’ of horns, the ringing of bel!s and 
the shouts of guards, signal flags wav- 
Ing and flutering, and an occasional cheer 
from thousands of throats was the at- 
mosphere in Mineola, Hempsted. Gar- 
den City and other Long Island sub- 
urbs of Greater New York today, dur- 
Ing the 300-miles automobile race for 
the William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., cup. 

One death, one man in the hospital 
seriously injured, many lives placed in 
jeopardy during the seven or eight hours 
of the day, and many thousands of dol- 
lars expended, is the result. 

The story of the race itself is one of 
fntense excitement and nerve tension. 
After running for seven houes, sometimes 
at a speed of 60 to 90 miles an hour, 
faster than many express trains, George 
Heath, an American, driving a 90-horse 
power vehicle of foreign make, and rep- 
resenting the automobile club of France, 
finished first in the run of 300 miles, 
with Albert Clement, representing the 
same club and driving an 80-horse power 
machine, also of foreign make, one min- 
ute and twenty-elght seconds behind

Protest Made by Clement. 
When the two men flashed by the 
judges’ stand, the crowds in the adjoin- 
ing grand stand rose in a body and cheer 
after cheer relieved the tension of nerves 


that had held the crowd for so many. 


hours. But the award was not yet cer- 
tain, for Clement lodged a protest with 
the racing board of the Automobile As- 
sociation of America, under whose con- 
tral the race was held, and the decision 
given but a few minutes before was 
Withdrawn until the board had made 
an investigation into the claims set 
forth by Clement. These were of a 
technical nature. 

Clement, in his protest, declared that 
he had been held up in Hempstead over 
a minute and a half, and that if this 
time had been allowed him he would have 
won the race. He said that his gasoline 
tank broke in Hempstead, and that time 
was taken on him while he was repair- 
ing ft, contrary to the conditions of the 
race. He also asserted that his time in 
controls had been charged against him. 

IAke all previous races of the kind 
there was a chapter of accidents and 
fatality. The victims were among the 
participants in the contest. Fortunately 
none of the spectators along the course 
was hurt.

Twice at these 
crossings Gabriel, a French motorist, 
narrewly missed being struck by a train, 
in one instance, running but 2 feet ahead 
of a locomotive.

They represent. that 
wholesome, thrifty spirit which inspires 
the belief that the work of the hand is 
no less noble than that of the head, and 
although a highly educated woman, the 
mother loves home and ‘its occupations 
well enough to enjoy doing a great deal 
of her own work, while her daughter, a 
professional woman, {ts busily engaged in 
the duties of her office. They have ge- 
cured a commodious little flat with every 
convenience for housekeeping—that sort 
of housekeeping which {ig systematically 
done is a pleasure more than a burden. 

The mother prepares the light break- 
fast for the two tn the morning, and the 
more substantial meal served between 
| and 2 o'clock. The housework ghe has 
been doing, too, and yet at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon she can be found com- 
fortably seated in her Hbrary, feeling 
perfectly satisfied that her day’s work ts 
done, and that later fn the day at the 
return of her daughter they will have 
their tea so quietly and comfortably to- 
gether.

“Of course, I have been handling guch 
men for thirty-five years now, at Bow- 
doin college and at.Yale before I came 
here, and I Know better than to worry 
about them. The man I want to get 
at, and the man whom the college 
ought to insist shogld have bodily as 
well &s mental] training, is the every- 
day American who, starting out with 
only an ordinarily good constitution, 
must stand up under the strain of 
study and class room and later through 
the stress of modern business life. He 
fs the man who must develop his phy- 
sique to support his brain and nerves. 
It is the 4,200 out of the 4,500 students 
who come to Harvard university every 
year and never get their names into 
the sporting columns who are the real 
fecentive of my work.”’ 

What Dr. Sargent’s work has been 
few people realize. No one man, prob- 
ably, has had so much to do with the 
development of gymnastic work and the 
creation of home athletics as the direc- 
tor of Harvard's gymnasium, while his 
ghare in handling team and field ath- 
letes ang in devising modern training 
methods is almost as large. Natu- 
tally, since this experience covers prac- 
tically the whole periods of development 
of sports as they are practised today, 
what he has to say in ‘‘Health, Strength 
and Power,’’ which he has just brought 
out through H. M. Caldwell Company, 
is as entertaining as it is authorita- 
tive. It is a result of the experience 
of his thirty-five years and will probably 
stand Aas the authoritative work of the 
man who devised the whole American 
eystem of indoor exercises. 


What Sergeant Has Done. 

In the first place, Dr. Sargent con- 
trived the original form in which prac- 
tically all our gymnastic apparatus was 
first made. He regarded it as part of 
bis contribution to the particular branch 
ef science to which he was devoting 
himself and which is today considered 
go important, and for that reason it was 
never patented. Now it appears in 
many modification and under many 
mames; but it was the fundamental 
principles of the original mechanisms, 
ag one might say, that did the work of 
reducing indoor athletics to a rational 


Basis. 

More and more in recent years, as the 
mational life grew more strenuous, the 
meed of exercises that could be prac- 
ticed without the use of even the sim- 
plest machines thrust itself upon the 
physical educator. Dr. Sargent, no 
Httle ‘of whose success is due to his 
keen understanding of human nature 
and his shrewd handling of men, was 
first to see the trouble with the de- 
vices he had himself invented. Gym- 
masium work reduced exercising to a 
business; there were plenty of people 
wiho took if up with enthusiasm just 
the same, Hut there were more— very 
many more—out of the great body of 
workers in shops and offices whose du- 
ties were confining and whose days were 
spent in the performance of tasks that 
bring into play only the mental! activi- 
ties. to whom exercise is most neces- 
emmy for health but who would not take 
it up even as a labor of tove because it 
cut Into their hours of play. For these 
even dumb#ells and Indian clubs had a 
horror and something must be con- 
triveg for Them to do which required not 
the slightest apparatus and which could 
be made a recreation. 

With all the rises and declines in many 
of the once popular forms of physica! 
training, there has never been so much 
time given to sports in general as now. 
fn the advance in medicine during the 
Jast quarter century, there has been noth- 
{ng more striking than the emphasis laid 
on the value of the ounce of prevention 
over the pound of oure. But the same 
eld. difficulty- has remained about per- 
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| suading a well man to keep himself wall. 
Even if he wag persuaded to take up | 


regular exercising he was likely to regard 


| it, in many of the systems and methods 


so loudly promulgated, a drudgery and a 
bore. “It is too much like work’ is a 
common way of looking at it; and often 


| when intentions are the best in the worl,

Fur- 
thermore, as an expert, Dr. Sargent has 
been in touch with physiclans all over 
the country, and is called on day after 
day to answer questions asked by al!

The Baptist Times of London 
secured me to write a tribute to his life, 
which I did and which I inclose as a part 
of my letter to you. I know many people 
who read this will be pained to know 
this great preacher and lecturer has gone. 
He was not only popular in America, Sut 
in England. For twenty-five years he has 
preached during the summer months in 
the largest churches here. Many times 
he hag filled the pulpit of the Westmin- 
ster chapel, which I am now trying to fill. 

Here is my opinion of the great and 
good man as it appeared in The London 
Baptist Times: 

“To the Editor of The Baptist Times 
and Freeman: I shal] be glad if you will 
allow me to bear a word of testimony to 
the memory of tw distinguished brother- 
minister and fellow-countryman, the late 
Rev. George C. Lorimer, D.D., D., of 
New York. I do not know when my heart 
Wag more grieved than when I learned of 
his death. Surely. thousands of our Bap- 
tist people in America will weep with his 
family and his church. 

“No man in our country was more high- 
ly respected and more ardently loved by 
those who knew him than Dr. Lorimer. 
For nearly a half century he has been 
the great star among our preachers, On 
all great occasions, when the church was 
to be represented, Dr. Lorimer was 
sought after. His presence on the plat- 
form was ever a guarante of success. He 
knew no superior among  platformers. 
Whether on the lecture platform, ad- 
dressing a general audience, in the uni- 
versity, lecturing a body of students, or 
in the pulpit, he was a master. His style 
was ever intense, dramatic, scholarly and 
eloquent, I have heard him many times 
and never fieard him when he was the 
least dull or heavy. He had the happy 
and rare faculty of presenting the most 
profound thought in ways that made him 
understood by all classes of people. Hs 
was inevery sense a born oratwr. But this 
dves not cOmpass the man as we knew 
him. His rare gifts of oratory we ali 
acknowledged and appreciafed, but Dr. 
Lorimer was a gospel preacher. He loved 
the old gospel and was never more at 
home than wher he was preaching it. 

‘He knew no compromise. The Bible to 
him was God's word. He honestly be- 
lieved this and fearlessly declared its 
truths. His theology, by many of to- 
day, was regarded as old-fashioned, but 
this only served to make him stronger 
in preaching it. He was simply powerful, 
almost irresistible, in preaching the old 
dectrine of grace. He believed in the effi- 
cacy of the blood and loved to invite 
poor lost sinners to it as the only remedy 
for sin. He never ranked as an evangelist, 
and yet he was very. successful in win- 
ning souls to Christ. At Trentnt Temple 
Boston, where for years he @wawed his 
thousands, he often held great soul-win- 
ning me@tings. Those who frequented his 
services there say that the great pulpiteer 
was far greater in an after-meeting, deal- 
ing with the lost, than in the pulpit deal- 
ing with his great themes and swaying 
his vast throngs. As a friend Dr. Lorimer 
was never lacking. He would ever divide 
his last penny with a friend in need. In 
his fields of ministry he was always re- 
garded as the champion of down-pushed 
masses. The poor he loved and their 
cause he championed. His churchse wre 
among the rich, but bis sympathies were 
with the common people. Dr. Lorimer was 
every whit a Baptist. He believed the 
great differential truths held by Bap- 
tists. Whenever the cause of the Baptist 
was On trial he was ready with the need- 
241 defense, Perhaps his greatest effort 
in this line was at the world’s parliament 
of religtcns held in Chicago. Those at- 
tending will never forget his master de- 
fense of the cause of our Lord and fhe 
Bazitist. 

“How we will miss him on our side! No 
man, as it now seems, can fake his place. 
Who wif! now stand for us when our 
cause is being misrepresented, God 
Knows. Well, do I remember his great ad- 
firess before our class at Wake Forest 
college. His mighty, masferly call for 
‘men’ at the close of his address will] live 
with me forever. 

"God be praised for George C. Lori- 
mer, preacher, aufhor, lecturer, pastor, 
patriot, stafesman and friend.’’

‘MR. MOSLEY, OF MACON, ~ 


~ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE

Some time ago, The Atlamta Constitu- 
tion reviewed an article on Christian 
Science, which was published in a mag- 
azine called “Suggestion.’’ Mr, Albert 
Farlow has recently made an able reply 
to this aticie. In part, he says: 

T have been requested to answer the 
question ‘“‘Do Christian Scientists employ 
hypnotism; is mental science identical | 
with Christian Science?’ | 

The term hypnotism in its primitive | 
use was applied to the practice of pro-| 
@aeing a dormant condition by means OF | 
a magnetic influence, while at the pres- | 
ent time it is generally understood to 
name any degree of influence of one mopr- 
tal mind over another, and the name 
fe etill appropriate, since mind over 
mind always produces a degree of tor- 
pidity. Some métaphysicians, restricting 
the use of the term to _ its primitive 
meaning, insist that the practice of 
‘(Mental Science” is not in accord with 
hypnotism. We mention these points to 
avoid any discussion over the techni- 
eality of the words. If our questioner 
had defined just wheat he means by | 
hypnotism and mental! science, we might | 
have been able to answer the question 
more intelligently. 

Te is well to state here that the prac- 
tice of Christian Soience is based upon 
the understanding that God,——Spirit,— 
Mind—Truth—Love, is the only rea} sub- 
getance and power. The identity of evil 
and disease is denied on this basis. 

We are aware that there are other 
mental methods by which the cure of 
disease is attempted that do not recog- 
nize the Aliness of God, and which dif- 
fer from Christian Science in proportion 
as they give life, substances and intelli- 
gence to the creature, and which are at 
variance with the teaching of Christian 
Science—that the divine Mind is the only 
cause. The practice of Christian Science 
depending exclusively upon divine Love 
as its healing power, must of necessity 
be more potent and healthful than any 
mental science which relies less upon 
Divine providence. 

The terms mesmerism and hypnotism 
were in vogue before Christian Science 
was discovered, and applied to mental 
operations which involved nothing higher 
thin the human will, while Christian 
Gcience is a term appHed to the practice 
of silencing the human will in order to 
give manisfestation to the divine Mind. 
Thus we note that Christian Science 
names a theory and practice which is 
entirely above and beyond that of hyp- 
notism, and the two terms ere not in- 

a ble.

No one knows his mental modus oper- 
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andi better than the practitioner himself 
through whom a given cage is healed. It 
may be admitted that apparent results 
are effected through all sorts of mental 
suggestion, but we assert that the sta- 
bility and character of results are al- 
ways in exact accord with the charac- 
ter of the arguments employed in pro- 
ducing such results. 

A discordant bodily condition is the re- 
sult of an erroneous mental state, and 
if the mental process by which a cure 
is attempted consists in merely exchang- 
ing one belief for another, we can not 
hope for the same permanent results 
which may be effected by imparting the 
truth which destroys the procuring er- 
ror 

One who believes that 4 plus 4 equals 
6, might be cured of that belief by 
being persuaded that 4 plus 4 equals 10, 
but he would have another and great- 
er error in place of the first; whereas, 
if it be demonstrated to him that 4 
Plus 4 equais 8, he ig permanently cured 
of his error. The former cure is un- 
real, unscientific, and temporal; the lat- 
ter is real and permanent. Only such 
cures of sickness as are grounded on a 
divine, spiritual basis are genuine and 
lasting.

‘Christian Science and hypnotism are ap- 


plied mentally ig quite as erroneous as 
tou say that there is no distinction be- 
tween the conversation of two persons 
because they both talk. 

It hag never been denied by Christian 
Scientists that they heal by mentally im- 
parting the truth to their patients, but it 
should be noted that the superior yalue of 
Chrisian Science in healing the sick is 
due to the superior quality of its argu- 
ments, or ‘“‘suggestions,”’’ if you please. 
Is it proper to say that the sermon of 
one clergyman is equally as healthful 
and beneficial as that of another because 
they both preach? 

Some seem to believe that Christian 
Science is-on a par with hypnotic sugges- 
tion, simply because the Christian Scien- 
tist treats mentally. In this connection 
they lose sight of the vital point at issue, 
namely: The nature of the mental ar- 
guments used. Every mental plea that 
the Scientist employs in healing the sick 
is made for and in behalf of the omnipo- 
tence, omniscience and omnipresence of 
God, while the ordinary suggestion is 
only the projection of human thought, 
mere human opinion without the word 
ot God or the testimony of Jesus for 
its basis. In the former practice the de- 
pendence ts upon suggestion, the influence 
of one human mentality upon another. 
In the former, human will disappears 
and the divine Mind takes control; in the 
latter the sole dependence is upon hu- 
man will, and this is contrary to the ex- 
ample of the Master, who prayed, ‘‘Not 
as I will, but as Thou wilt.”’ 

Mere externa] appearance is not suffi- 
cient to decide this question. The es- 
sence of the thought employed must be 
considered and for the doubter only time 
and experience can .finally and forever 
settle this important question. It ought 
not to be difficult, however, to decide 
that the method which gives most pow- 
er to God and least to human sense and 
reason is most Christian and most de- 
sirable.

This book, #0 widely heralded and so 
keenly awaited, does not aim to estab- 
ish new truths about fateful events in 
the story of the confederacy but it ad- 
equately reveals for the first time the 
cofrespondence between the great gen- 
eral and his family. Save his service to 
the south, none was so sacred as this, 
and it stamps him as he really was— 
the knightiiest of soldiers, the most 
courageous and patriots and the tender 
and affectionat, husband and father. 

In these letters General Lee’s whole 
attitude as oitizen of two republics 
shines ag never before. They show that 
as loyally as the followed his patriotic 
convictions in what he believed was con- 
stitutional right and liberty, so dig he 
take his modest, sincere place in the 
reconstruction of tis distracted coun- 
try. They reveal him in no scene as 
“the unreconstructed rebel,’’ but as one 
who calmly accepted the inevitable. 

These letters were compiled by his 
s0n, Captain Robert E. Lee, himself a 
gallant tonfederate soldier, who has 
interspersed many new and significant 
incidents in the life of his distinguished 
father. The book covers the entire po- 
riod of General Lee's public activities, 
from the time he was engineer in the 
United States army, following his grad- 
uation from West Point to that October 
day in 1870 when, as president of 
Washington collegé, in Lexington, Va., 
he passed away. 

Boyhood Recollections. 


Captain Lee says his first vivid im- 
pression of his father was his arrival at 
Arlington (the family home near Wash- 
ington) after his return from the Mex- 
ican war. An amusing incident happen- 
ed on this occasion. The boy and a 
playmate the same age, both dressed in 
their ‘best frocks, stooq in the crowd 
that greeted the home coming soldier. 
Suddenly General Lee burst through the 


crowd saying: 

“Where is my little boy?’ He then 
took up in his arms and kissed—not his 
gon but the playmate. 

General Lee was always romping with 
the little ones. He, petted the two 
younger children a great deal. Says 
Captain Lee: 

Our greatest treat was to get into 
his bed in the morning and lie close to 
him, listening while he talked to us in 
his bright entertaining way. Yet I al- 
ways knew that it was impossible to 
disobey my father * * * He was very 
fond of having his hands tickled and 
what was stil] more curious, it pleas- 
ed ang delighted him to take off his slip- 
pers and place his feet in our laps in 
order to have them tickled * * © He 
would often tell us the most delight- 
ful stories but the command would be 
‘no tickling, no story.’ When we were 
a little older, our elder sister told us 
one winter the ever-delightful ‘Lady of 
the Lake.’ Of course, she told it in 
prose and arranged it to sult our men- 
tal capacity. Our father was generally

Of the fullness of the closing years at 
Lexington it is not necessary to writa 
here. You have but to read the letters 
written during those days to wife, sons,

Very early Captain Lee speaks of his 
father’s punctuality, a characteristic 
that marked thhim all his life. Writing 
about General Lee as commandant at 
West Point, he says: 

My father was the most punctual 
man I ever Knew. He was always 
ready for family prayers, for meals, and 
met every engagement, social or busi- 
ness, at the moment. He expected all 
of us to be the same and taught us the 
use and necessity of forming such habits 
for the convenience of all concerned. I 
never knew him late for Sunday service 
at the post chapel. He used to appea 
some minutes before the rest of us in 
uniform, jokingly rallying my mother 
for being late, and for forgetting some- 
thing at the last moment. When he 
could wait ne longer for her, he would 
&ay that he was off and would march 
along to church by himself, or with any 
of the children who were ready. There 
he sat véry straight—well up the middle 
aisle—and, as I remember, always be- 
came very sleepy, ang sometimes even 
took a little nap during the sermon. At 
that time this drowsiness of my father's 
was something awful to me, inexplica- 
ble. I /know it was very hard for me 
to keep awake, and frequently I did 
not; but why he, who to my mind could 
do everything that was right, without 
any effort, should sometimes be over 
come, I could not understand, and did 
not try to do so.

On April 20, 186!, General Lee resigned. |

With all my devotion to the union and 
the feeling of loyalty and duty of an 
American citizen, | have not been able 
to make up my mind to ralsé my hand 
against my relatives, my children, my 
home. I have, therefore, resigned my 
commission in the army, and save in de- 
fense of my native state, with the sin- 
cere hope that my poor services may 
never be needed, I hope I may never be 
called on to draw my sword. I know you 
will blame me; but you must think as 
kindly of me as you can, and believe 
that I have endeavored to do what I 
thought right.

tn his wife: “I do not know what my 
position will be. I should like to retire 
to private life if I could be with you and

No act in General Lee’s whole military 
‘Career Was more typical of his sense of

The Winter of ’63. 

Then came the hard winfer of 1863. 
Captain Lee, who was now on his fafh- 
er’s staff, says: 

During this winter, which was a very 
severe one, the sufferings of Genera} 
Lee’s soldiers on account of insufficient 
shelter and clothing. the scant rations 
for man and beast, the increasing: desti- 
tution throughout the country and his 
inability to betfer these conditions, bore 
heavily upon him. Bift he was brighe 


/and cheerful to those around him, never 
| complaining of any one nor about any- 


thing, and often indulging in his quaint 
humor, especially with the younger offi- 
cers as when he remarked to one of 
them, who complained of the tough bis- 
cuit at breakfast: 

“You ought not to mind that; they will 
stick by you the longer!’’ . 

Yet General Lee was cheerful, even 
humorous, in the midst of discomfort 
and cold. To his wife. he wrote: 

The cars have arrived and brought me

The Death of Stuart.

H* 
was on ‘‘TraveHer’’ when a courier dashed 
up with the news that Stuart was mor- 
tally wounded!

On the Negro. 

Captain Lee relates the following 
teresting incident of his father 
to the negro after the war: 

In talking with Colonel Carter about 
the situation of farmers at that time in 
the south, and of their prospects for the 
heu rged him to get rid of the 
negroes left on the farm—some ninety-odd 
in number, principally women and chiil- 
dren, with a few old men—saying that 
the government would provide for them, 
and advised him to secure white labor.
